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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment received January 29, 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 8-10, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Basso(FR 2807481 A1). The Basso device is a twin-clutch system comprising two 
clutches 40, 41 , a clutch cover 46, 47 for each clutch, a clutch release system 44, 45 
secured to each cover, and a fastening member 14 that, in conjunction with the 
projection from plate 49, couples the covers to each other and spaces the covers from 
one another. The fastening member 14 is a bolt-shaped connecting element. Flywheel 
1 1 forms a housing to which the covers are attached. The clutch of Basso is used in a 
twin-clutch transmission. 



Claims 8-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rispeter et al.('270). The Rispeter et al. device shows a twin-clutch system comprising 
two clutches 15, 19, a clutch cover 4, 6 for each clutch, a clutch release system 33, 37 
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and 34,37 secured to each cover, and a fastening member 8 that, in conjunction with 
the housing 2, couples the covers to each other and spaces the covers from one 
another. The fastening member is a bolt-shaped connecting element and has two ends, 
each end connected to a respective cover. Each end of the bolt-shaped connecting 
element includes a receiving section comprising an annular groove. Each cover is 
fastened to housing 2. The device of Rispeter can be considered a twin-clutch 
transmission. 

Response to Arguments 

The amendment to claim 1 distinguishes over the device of Klein et al.(FR 
2810708 A1 ). Accordingly the rejection based on Klein et al. is withdrawn. The 
rejection based on Basso(FR 2807481 A1) and the rejection based on Rispeter et 
al.('270) are still believed proper. 

Applicant argues that fastening member 14 does not space clutch covers 46 and 
47 from one another and that element 49 is not a fastening member. The examiner 
disagrees in that fastener 14 in conjunction with element 49 does hold the covers 
spaced from one another. The claims do not distinguish over this arrangement of 
Basso. Similarly bolt 8 of Rispeter et al., in conjunction with element 2, spaces the 
covers 4 and 6. Applicant also maintains that the bolt 8 of Rispeter et al. lacks the 
claimed receiving sections comprising an annular groove. The examiner disagrees, 
since the threads at one end of bolt 8 constitute the claimed groove and a groove at the 
other end receives cover 6.
